gered on through April, when, signs of
improvement became manifest and con
tinued until early in June, when his con-

dition was such as to permit of his walk-

ing out ia the garden, and to give his
family and friends strong hopes of his
recovery.

As late as Wednesday last he sat up
aud conversed freely with his children,
but on Thursday symptoms of the old
disease reappeared, and he became much
worse, failing rapidly throughout Friday
and Saturday, and to the hour of his
death on Sunday morning.

Consumption of Whiskey.

. The amount of whiskey consumed an-

nually by tbo principal nations of the
globe foots up to frightful figure. The
annual consumption for drinking pur-

poses alon in tbe United States averages
a gallon and a half per head to tbe whole
population. Large as this may appear,
it is shown that the consumption in Can-

ada and the other British provinces
reacbea over one gallon and a quarter
per bead, while in Russia it averagea no
less than two gallons to each man, wo-

man and child of the population. In
Great Britain, where the common people
do not, in general, drink spirit, the
amount consumed annually varies from
eight-tenth- s of a gallon per capita. But
in that country beer isthe more universal,
popular beverage, and no less than

,000,000 barrels of ale and beer are
consumed every year, whereas not more
than five or six million barrels are pro-

duced in tbe United Slates. The enor-

mous consumption of whiskey in Russia
is due to tbe extreme coldness of the
climate. Ip ourown country the amount
drank during tha six cold months of the
year is quadruple that used in the former
months. Take an American and Russian,
confine them t the same locality, allow

them free access each to hia own barrel,
and if the honor of our country is not
sustained why we are deceived in th
capacity of our "representative" man.
